His  Excellency  the  Governor-General  has  received 
a further  telegram  from  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  directing  that  the 
following  additional  rules  be  added  to  those  already 
published  touching  the  coaling  of  belligerent  vessels 
of  war  in  British  ports: — 

(1.)  During  continuation  of  hostilities  no  coal  to  be 
supplied  to  war  ships  of  either  of  the  belligerent 
powers,  except  on  a written  authorisation  of  the  com- 
petent port  authorities,  specifying  the  amount  of  coal 
which  may  be  supplied : 

(2.)  Before  issuing  any  authorisation  for  the  supply 
of  coal  to  any  belligerent  war  ship  the  port  authority 
shall  obtain  a written  declaration,  duly  signed  by  the 
officer  commanding  such  war  ship,  of  the  destination 
to  which  it  is  proceeding,  and  the  amount  of  coal 
already  on  board.
